A Relation 
Of a fad effcSicf Thunder and Lightning: 

This Relation was written by that worthy Gentleman, Tho- 
mas Neale Efqairc,(the then Ht^h Sheriff of the County of 
Hampjbirf, when this difaftcr hapned) to a Friend of his ia 
London, as follows j 

On the ^4 oi January 1 5(J|, one Mr. Broo\s of Uam^Jhire, go- 
ing from Winehefter towards his houfe near Andover in very bad 
Weather, was himfelfflain by Lightning, and the Horle, he 
rode on, under him. For about a mile from Winchcjler he was 
found with his Face beaten into the ground,one leg in the llir- 
rup, the other in the Horfes mane j his Cloaths all burnt off his 
backjnot a piece as^big as a handkerchief leftintirejand his hair 
and all his body fingcd. With the force, that ftruck him down, 
his nofc was beaten into his face, and his Chin into his 5reaft ; 
where was a wound cut almoft as low, as to his Navil 3 and his 
cloaths being, asaforefaid, torn, the pieces were fo fcatter.d 
and confum'd, that not enough to fill the crown of a hat could 
be found. His gloves were whole, but his hands in them fing*d 
to the bone. The hip-bone and flioulder of hisHorfeburn't 
and bruifed ; and his faddle torn in Httle pieces. This was 
what appear'd to the Coroners inqueft, and fo is likely to be as 
near truth, as any is to be had* 

Sofar this Letter : Which, if it had come foon enough to the 
hznds oi the Puhljjher) would have becnjoynedtoalikei^e/fl. 
tien , inferted in the next foregoing Papers (Num. 13.) 
of an accident hapn'd at a later time. With both which may
